are 320 perches in a mile, conſequently 634 
miles make 21,040 perches, running meaſure, 
which are to be kept in order out of this fund. 
Thoſe who are acquainted with the price of labour, 
and the difficulty of obtaining good materials in 
the county of Dublin, will know that not a perck 
of thoſe eleven roads within ſix miles and a quar- 
ter of Dublin can be effectually repaired for lefs 
than from eight to thirty ſhillings per perch, f | 
which the average is nineteen ſhillings. But 
though every perch of thoſe roads might not re- 
quire an annual repair, at leaſt the one halfnext 
Dublin certainly will. We therefore may fairly 
eſtimate the whole at ten ſhillings per perch, (m- 
 ehuding foot-paths) annually. Gentlemen of dif- 
tant counties may think this price too great, and 
that the money muſt be jobbed in the expendi= 
ture; it is however to be alledged that both the 
law and the powers of examining ſtrictly into the 
money matters of this county, are much more 
comprehenſive, and much better calculated for te 
prevention or detection of frauds, than in any 
other county, as the law here requires very cir- 
cumſtantial and detailed eſtimates and accounts 
and as the time for ſifting thoſe eſtimates and ac- 
Counts is not limited to three or four days, nor is it 
embarraſſed with the conſideration of criminal buſi- 
nieſs, but is extended, without interruption, to the 
four terms in every year.

Next, as to the city. The influx of people 
who tear up thoſe roads is the ſupport of the 


city. A citizen encreaſes his wealth by the con- 


courſe of dealers whom the county roads con- 


duct to him; therefore it is reaſonable that he f 


ſhould contribute to their repair. 


But the inhabitants of te city who make this 


outery, have never conſidered that they oblige 


every man, woman or child, who paſſes their 
toll-gates with any ſpecies of merchandize, to 
pay a heavy charge for the repair of their bridges 
and walls. They leave the oppreſſive tax of 
their pontage and murage out of the queſtion, 
and they make an uproar againſt the payment of 
one penny for the repair of the county roads.
